GLS.R. 59(E). —^In exercise of the powers conferred 
by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes the following rules to amend the 
Department of Posts (Stenographer Grade-in, in the Civil 
Wing) Rules, 1995, namely:— 

1. (i) These rules may be called Department of Posts, 
Stenographer Grade-II in Civil Wing (Amendment) Rules, 
2012. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their 
pubheation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Department of Posts (Stenogfapher 
Grade-Ul in Civil Wing) Rules, 1995, in the Schedule:—

“Pay Band and Grade Pay/ Pay Scale”. 

(ii) for the existing entry die following entry 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

‘Tay Band-1, Rs.5200-20200, Grade Pay 
Rs.240ff’ 


(d) in coloum 7, for the words and number 
“between 18 to 25” (he words and numbers 
“uctwccii 18 to 27 years*' shaii be substimted. 

j (e) in column 8, for the existing entries the 
following Entries shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

(0 12th class pass or equivalent qualification 
from a recognized Board or Univeraity. 

(ii) Skill Test Norms: 

Dictation: lOmimites @ 80 w.p.m. 
Transcription: 

65 minutes (English), 75 minutes (Hindi)
